Man Kills Girl, 
Then Ends Life

(AP)—Yukio 
Ozaki, veteran Japanese political 
leader and disarmament champion, 
left recently for home the London 
Herald said today believing that 
certain death awaits him at the 
hands of assassins. 
The former constitutional party 
leader and mayor of Tokio before 
tile world war, now 73, knew “his 
death warrant was signed" the pa­ 
per said, because his utterances in 
the United States and London were 
construed as unpatriotic by certain 
fellow countrymen. 
It said Ozaki has written his son 
in Tokio that "for a public man the 
best form of death is to fall at the 
cold hand of an assassin” and that 
he has dedicated a little poem to his 
anticipated murderer. It was trans­ 
lated as follows; 
Praise for the men who might de­ 
stroy my life 
It their motive is to die for their 
country.

tion around the sum. Later In the 
month it will halt and will then 
move westward. 
By the first of April the red 
planet will have retreated almost 
as far as Regulus in the handle of 
the sickle of Leo. 
Thereafter it 
will advance toward the east and 
in July will pass beyond Leo into 
Virgo. 
Mars is farther from the sun 
than the earth and therefore re­ 
volves less rapidly around it. Once 
in about two years the faster mov­ 
ing earth gains a lap on Mars. As 
we pass by this planet it seems to 
move backward for a time against 
the 
background 
of 
the 
starry 
scenery. 
Jupiter describes a loop also, as 
anyone can see, if he watches it oc­ 
casionally for the next few months.

Urbana, 111. (A P). — Mars and 
Jupiter now are visible in the eve- I 
ning sky, rising almost directly in 
the east at ll p. rn. on the first of j 
the month and at 9 p. rn. at the end \ 
of the month. 
They rise four minutes earlier' 
from night to night and will con- j 
tinuue to be favorably placed for 
observation through the spring and 
into the summer. 
These two bright planets now are 
not far apart near the eastern bor­ 
der of th e constellation 1a»o whose 
stars form a sickle and a triangle. 
Jupiter, the lower of the two, is 
brighter than any of the stars. 
Mars has only one-sixth the bright­ 
ness of Jupiter; yet it is a brilliant 
object. 
As the season advances and the 
earth swings closer to Mars, this 
planet will become brighter, until 
on March 3 the date of the closest 
approach it will be half as bright 
as Jupiter. 
At its closest approach this year 
Mars will be 60 million miles away. 
It will not be a very favorable op­ 
position, though there are reports 
of proposed attempts to signal the 
Martians as we pass by in March. 
It might be a better plan to wait 
until 1939. 
Under the most favorable condi­ 
tions, which occurred in 1924 and 
j will be repeated in the autumn of 
1939, the earth overtakes Mars at 
I a distance not much greater than 
35 million miles. 
It will be interesting to notice 
from time to time during the next 
six months how Mars is changing 
its place among the stars of Leo.

I marvelled at his delicate 
handling of instruments and his sureness of the organs of the human 
body. But it took 20 years of preparation to perform th at hour of work 
efficiently and successfully. 
Preparation often becomes irksome and there is ever the temptation 
to rush to the larger tasks of life, cutting short this preparation, but it 
never pays. The prepared mind overtakes the unprepared mind in the
